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Unequal Taxation 


IFE, when we analyze it, is simply a series of problems— 
& social, commercial and personal. No observer can 
accuse the automotive industry of not having its fair 
share of industrial problems. From the beginning of its 
existence the industry has been compelled to meet and solve 
problems, some of which have threatened its very life. In 
the dawn era we had the twin obstacles of official prejudice 
and lack of roads on which to operate motor vehicles. Both 
these problems gradually disappeared. As the industry 
grew and its production increased, we got the used car 
preblem, which many a harassed dealer wil] tell you is still 
very much of a hardy perennial. In time that problem, too, 
will yield to improved merchandising methods and closer 
co-operation among dealers. 

At the present time there exists a problem, which most 


of us do not even recognize, and yet it is undoubtedly exer- | 


cising a halting influence on the progress ot the automotive 
industry. We refer to taxation, with its wide variations in 
different states, indicating beyond a doubt that in some 
places such imposts are out of proportion to equity and must 
consequently act as a restraining influence on the progress 
of automotive activity. 

Let us take a few specific instances to show what we 
mean, and also let us preface our remarks by saying that the 
fundamental object of taxation is to make the motor vehicle 
operator contribute a share toward repairing the damage his 
car or truck has done to the roads. In the truck field these 
differences in taxes levied are particularly* glaring. For 
instance. the state of North Carolina imposes a tax of $75 
per annum on a three-ton motor truck privately owned and 
operated. But if that same truck is employed as a common 
carrier for hire over a regular route, the fee becomes $720. 


Now a three-ton chassis with a bus body on it does no more | 


damage to the roads than the same chassis with a dump body 
or an express body on it carrying goods. Certainly the 
inference is that the legislators saw a chance to mulct a 
certain class of transportation, and this difference in fees 
certainly does not speed up the bus business, which is such a 
builder of communities and land values. 

In Minnesota the same condition exists, though not in 
quite such a glaring preportion. Here the privately owned 
truck is taxed $108, while it must pay $450 if it is a common 
carrier operating over a regular route. In Illinois the 
difference is $75 against $205. In South Dakota the variant 
is $75 against $435. 


Looking at it from another angle, why should the state) 
of Wisconsin be able to get along with a $30 tax fee on a! 


three-ton truck privately owned and operated, while Florida 
finds it necessary to charge $195? Maryland places this fee 
at $9.60, while Louisiana demands $140. 
Dakota be content with $75, while its neighbor, 
Dakota, must have $107? Not a great difference, but why 
should there be any difference at all? 

The fact is this question of license fees for motor 
vehieles is today decided on an extremely unscientific 
basis; a basis, in fact, of what the legislators think the 
traffic will stand. The states are beginning to get together 
on the matter of traffic signals and control. Hf they once 
Jearn to co-operate in such a matter as this, is it too much 
to hope that they may eventually get together on the ques- 
tion of the license fees that are necessary and equitable 
and then make the schedule general? The present situa- 
tion is seriously hampering the development of motoring 
activity in many states, especially the development of bus 
operation.

Early engineers thus perfected a 
cooling system as a basis for effi- 
cient operation, which is all right as 
far as it goes and as long as there 
is excessive heat that must be 
wasted. — 

In the transition from warm sea- 
son to cold, however, air tempera- 
ture drops to the point where there 
is no heat to spare, and as cold 
weather comes on the condition be- 
comes more serious. Yet the radi- 
ator goes right on with its job of 
wasting heat. 

This condition is by no means 
attributable to an error in motor 
car design. Early cars were not 
There 
were No roads open to run on. And 
so, naturally, the major concern of 
the engineer was the perfection of 
motors for warm-weather driving. 

Good roads, lighter winters gen- 
erally and the perfection of all- 
season cars have imposed on the en- 
gineer the problem of producing 
heating for cold weather as well as 
cooling for hot weather. And, logi- 
cally, they have sought to maintain 
proper temperature by preventing
